The Foreign Affalrs Commis- 
sion said that actording to the 
Katanga constitution, President 
Tshombe had no pOwr to sign 
any agreCment on behalf of the 
state “as it was: materially im- 

possible for him to fulnl- his 
functions" during his detention.

Onc deputy severely criticised 
the Leapoldvitle Government 
which he claimed was “just a 
nothing." He pointed out that 
President Joseph, Kasavubu had 
not signed the agreement but 
only certain “so = called 
ministers" who had never been 
before parliament to have 
their nominations ratified. 


The Speaker of the Assembly, 
Mr Mut-Wa-Dilomba, tol the 
deputies President Tshombe 
signed “only to get his freedom." 

All 22 deputies present agreed 
on rejecting the agreement. 
Enrlicr they had voied by 18-4 
to first discuss the agreement | 
point by point. 

Point 10 of the rejected agrec- 
ment provided for discussion of 
a military agreement between 
the Leopoldville and Katanga 
authorities by military leaders of 
the two sides.—Reuter.

How pessimistic that diagnosis 
scemed, as I watched him tak- 
ing 4{t.-long strides towards me 
over the mountain path!

But 
Hillary did it In 11 days. 

And when I met him on the 
narrow path outside — this 
G,000ft.-high village, he looked 
as fresh as ao man starting out 
for a stroll on the Sussex downs. 


‘Not bad’ 


The night before 1 had sent 
him a note by sherpa runner, 
so he knew I had just made 
the three-day march up from 
Katmundu. 

Now he looked at what was 
left of my l1é¢st. His huge hand 
erushed mine and ho grinned as 
he said: “Good on yar. Not a 
bad wall for a fat man. How 
d'you feel?” 

Truthfully I answered: “Ten 
times worse than you look.” 
I osked to what extent his Ul- 
ness would interfere with his 
future plans. He sald: “Not at 
all. Don't worry about that 
14,000ft. Umit my doctors set.

Shock 


Hillary, however, has recelyed 
a deeper shock than he will 
admit to anyone.
